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Steer Wrestling 


A real test of strength and skill . . . a cowboy 
against a wild range steer. The contestant and 
his hazer, both mounted, wait behind a barrier 
until the steer is released from the chute. When 
the flag is dropped, they start after the animal 
at full gallop. The hazer’s job is to keep the 
steer running in a straight line. The contestant 
dives from the back-of his horse onto the horns 
of the running animal and digs his heels into 
the ground to bring it to a stop (he hopes). 
His job is to twist the steer’s head until he 
brings the animal down. The steer is consid- 
ered down only when it is lying flat on its side, 
with all four feet out and the head straight. 
Rodeo historians credit Bill Pickett, a Texas 
Negro Cowboy, with originating this rodeo 
an back in 1903.
